in Bolivia at the outbreak of World War IT, He returned to Germany vila 
Argentina during the var. While in Bolivia he was a partner in the firm of 
Zlerlacks-Beaker, now known as Gustavo Sehomanmn y Cia, Becker is again work. 
ing with Sehomann end 1s believed to have an interest in the firm. He lives 
with Schomayn in the suburb of Obrajes.
